Letters To The Editor 


Was City Council Meeting Legal? 


To the Editor: 


Failure to follow procedures mandated by state and city codes may 
have resulted in an illegal meeting of the Placentia City Council recently. 

Acaretul study of the Plicentia City Charter and the state codes, which 
have similar language. reveals that a special meeting of the Council, 
posted and planned by phone on the morning it was held, Monday. March 
28. violated at least two key provisions of the code. 

As oudined in Paragraph $4987 of the California Civil Code (Deerings. 
19° 4) and Section O12 of the Placentia City Charter on file at the Placentia 
District Library, all special meetings must start with a 24-hour notice to 
those expected to participate. 

In addition, the code is clear that such a meeting must be called by 
either the Mavor or three City Councilmen, that an agenda must be 
prepared and that this written agenda must be delivered to every elected 
member of the City Council, must be posted 24-hours in advance of the 
meeting, and must be mailed or delivered, 24-hours in advance of the 
Meeting. fo cach news media representanve with a letter on file with the 
cI. 

lhe city employee responsible for carrying out the notification said last 
week that she had followed the ‘‘usual routine’’ and had posted a 
“notes” = net an agenda and had called the “usual media list." 

The Deputy City Clerk has been with the city two years. In discussing 
the matter last week she indicated that she was not aware of anv media 
fle contaiming letters asking tor such notification. : 

Known to be on file with the city are letters from The Register in Santa 
Ana. which received telephone notice, and the Placentia Courier (written 
bya former publisher). 

Al Hewitt, editor, Phe Daily-News-Tribune, Fullerton, said that their 
nouficanon had been by telephone the day of the meeting. 

“Ethink we have a letter on file. Twill certainly check. The city must 
Know by now thar we wish to be notified. They have been good about 
calling.” he said. 

The portion of the code concerning special meetings is part of what is 
known as the Ralph M. Brown act and it ts Interesting to note that these 
code sections clearly state that they are state law in all cities, charter or 
otherwise 

\s the sechons are not designed to prevent meetings. but rather to 
prevent surprise action by only a majority of the Council, provision is 
made tor Council members to waive’) receipt of the agenda. 

The code ts clear, however, that only those matters on the agenda can 
be aeted upon ata called special meenny 

None of those present at the meeting can recall any member of the 
Council taking such action j 

One reporter. present from the startot the March 28th meeting, called 
to order soon atter “30 pom. by Mayor George De Jesus, said that no 
written agenda was made avaiable to the press either prior or during the

What guarantee is there that integration will provide the best for our 
children if the heart is hardened towage the minority community? 
McFadden Elementary School, like most barrio area schools, existed for 
the purposes of holding the community together and the children from 
being integrated with the children of the greater majority population. 
Through the efforts of citizens of this community, chiefly LULAC 
members, McFadden Elementary was integrated: and a greater number 
of Mexican American children began attending predominantly Anglo 
schools in the Placentia Unified School District. However, ethnic 
imbalances still remained. 

It was not until the Supreme Court ordered schools integrated that an 
effort was made to totally integrate these ‘barrio’ schools and 
boundaries aligned to be more inclusive of the Anglo neighborhoods, but 
not without difficulties with those residents. 

What is now proposed for McFadden Elementary School is not an 
indication that the heart of the more affluent greater Placentia community 
has become more pliable and softened--rather that the intent is to 
demolish McFadden Elementary School to placate nearby residents who 
object to their children being bused to the La Jolla community. We are not 
proposing that the school become segregated. rather invite those Anglo 
neighborhoods to send their children to M’Fadden Elementary School 
after the Placentia Unified School District has brought up the school to 
standards after vears of neglect. 


As the School Goes, So Goes the Neighborhood 


The residents may not be aware of the future of their community. There 
are still great sections in the nearby vicinity currently zoned as 
residential. However, zonings are as tenuous as school boundary 
alignments and at the whim of the more influential « ho may be favored by 
a change. : 

To the south of the La Jolla neighborhood. the encroachment of 
industrial complexes is now evident: and warehouses. businesses, and 
manufacturing is encroaching from the north squeezing that small 
Mexican community out of existence. 

The coup de grace comes from the least expected--the Placentia 
Unified School District who in one fell swoop will remove the school 
largely using those funds when the property is sold (for more industrial 
sites, school district auxiliary services. maintenance. bus housing. etc.) 
to save money and finance other schools now under construction. When 
that school site goes. the City of Placentia will perhaps consider those 
parcels now zoned residential and in time convert them to industrial uses. 
Can anyone see the handwriting on the wall as the city considers the 
widening of Melrose running through the La Jolla community for greater 
access of industrial traffic? 


Why Do Parents Living Outside The La Jolla Community 
Object. To McFadden Elementary School? 


To say that we are only concerned about the encroaching blight in the 
La Jolla community and not our children is erroneous. We are vers 
concerned about our children attending McFadden Elementary: school 
programs affecting them: achievement in reading. writing. and 
arithmetic; maintenance of the facility: and the availability of teaching 
materials appropriate to the children being served. 

School district staff has been more guilts of saying and implying about 
the inadequate school facility now in caistence and alse that the future of 
the area necessitates the removal of the school since it ultimately sees no 
attempt to renovate the area. Declining enrollment is another of the 
school staff's and sehool board's excuses te eliminate the school. Sure. 


the enrollment may be declining. but thas verre mandered ty 
serve the Anglo neighborhood in the Rio Vista at: area A look at 
the school districts statistics attests te that 


But why do Anglo parents object to sending their Children to McFadden 
School? Is it because Mexican voungsters are more ageressive and the 
Anglo community considers them more unmanageable? Tt that is the 
case. school staff should be moré energetic in correcting that situation 
which ts their chief responsibility to insure the satets of every child 
attending school. Another question arising 18 whether Mexican children 
achieve at a lower level than children attending outside the La Jolla 
community? Again. if thatis the case. district and teaching staff must be 
provided with a greater lautude in developing curmieuium and programs 
that will allow the Mexican voungster to develop on par with their Anglo 
peers such as bilingual-bicultural educauion It appears this is not 
happening in the Placentia Unified School District 

I wish that a committee of teachers and parents residing in the poverts 
pockets review achievement and intelligence test scores for their children 
and a serious attempt is made to bring test scores and teaching more in 
line with the more affluent sections of the comunity. As the situation 
exists, there are serious discrepaneies notonts in the education that pores 
on in the classroom. but in other areas ay well 

Teachers in the poverty target attendance areas such as Topaz, Ruby 
Drive. Kraemer. and Valencia tor the most partimpresise and go witheut 
adequate materials. Teaching  statts 
achievement performance non-existent in schools servicing the more 
affluentin the Placentia Unified School District. Facilities:wise. there is 
no comparison, specifically at Kraemer and Valencia! A walk through 
Kraemer Jumior High School and Bernards Yorba Junior High School will 
attest to differences in up-to-date planning in construction, If these older 
schools are allowed to deteriorate. again--ttis the responsibility of the 
district staff to become more enervete and oversee that school facuites 
are not treated inequitably. like MeFadden Plementars School, Perhaps.
